Dangers of the Old

ted the first smoke screen ever used 
by any navy, the American navy is 
now developing a new smoke screen. 
Instead of the dense black smoke* 
used by the German navy in escap­ 
ing the British fleet in the battle of 
Jutland, the new-fangled American 
screen for ship operation is to be a 
dense fog and made at a consider­ 
able saving of money.

Coach Yost Says There’s No 
Middle Ground Near 
Professionalism. 


ANN ARBOR, June 3—Declaring 
amateurism in athletics cannot con­ 
tinue to exist in colleges and Univer 
sides unless student athletes are 
prevented from engaging in profess­ 
ional sports, Coach Fielding H. Yost 
of the University of Michigan voices 
his objection to permitting college 
athletes to become professionals in 
any line of sport during the vacation 
periods. 
Coach Yost Is chairman of the 
Western Conference committee that 
recently went on record as opposed 
to participation, on the part of col­ 
lege athletes, in professional activ­ 
ities. 
“There can be no compromise be­ 
tween amateur and professional ac­ 
tivities," Coach Yost said. "Either 
the two must be kept distinct, or 
amateurism will be swallowed up. 
"Nearly all those favoring a com­ 
promise declare students should be 
permitted to play baseball during 
summer months for 
money 
with 
which to continue their education 
The argument is advanced that these 
players would be amateurs in spirit 
while playing professional baseball 
and using only 
temporarily their 
athletic skill for gain. 
Colleges In Danger. 
"Much more is at stake, however, 
than permitting college athletes to 
play for money during the summer. 
If this practice were permitted it 
would be but a short time until our 
college teams would be composed of 
a more or less isolated group of 
professional athletes. The days ot 
high class amateur athletics as an 
important part of every stndent s 
life and an atcivity in which every 
student would have an equal oppor­ 
tunity with each other student would 
be passed. 
"The Influence of professionalism 
is, in itself, detrimental to a college 
man. It tends to make him dissatis­ 
fied to play the ‘"amp fo r its own 
sake and make* SU f i s t i c 
a

For Old Rosebud was a true son 
of the Blue Grass. The time In 
which- he won the fortieth renewal 
of the Kentucky Derby in 1914— 
2:03 2-5— still stands as the record 
for the classic, notwithstanding the 
sterling 
thorobreds, 
including 
Sir 
Barton, Omar Khayyam, Regret and 
Morvich, that have gone the mile 
and one-quarter to win the race in 
the eight years that have passed 
since the sturdy son of Uncle led 
the field to the wire at ♦Churchill 
Downs. His name has been a house­ 
hold word and the symbol of speed 
in Kentucky homes for years and 
persons who never had witnessed a 
race spoke familarly of "when Rose­ 
bud won the Derby." 
Old Rosebud was purchased from 
John E. Madden by Hamilton C. 
Applegate and Frank Weir for a 
trifling sum as a yearling in 1912. 
Before meeting with an accident 
in his early three-year-old form he 
was 
probably 
the 
speediest 
race 
horse this country has ever known. 
As a 2-year-old he ran five-eighths 
of a mile race at Douglas Park 
in 58 2-5 with 115 pounds up. 
A Bad Lock Omen. 
Writing 
of 
the 
death , of 
the 
great racer, V. Sanders, turf writer 


and member of the staff of the 
Louisville Times, relates the fol­ 
lowing incident in connection with a 
superstition entertained by Mr. Weir 
that to permit the holder of the 
Derby record to be photographed 
would bring bad luck to the splend­ 
id animal. 
"Just after Old Rosebud had won 
the Derby I was assigned by the 
managing editor of the Times to 
take the staff photographer to the 
.Downs and get a picture of the 
horse in action. Mr. Weir threw up 
both hands and flatly refused me a 
picture of Old Rosebud, sying, ‘It 
was the worst luck in the world. 
I shall never consent to your taking 
Old Rosebud in any position.’ " 
"I saw Colonel W. E. Applegate, 
father of the 
half-owner 'of Old 
Rosebud, and asked him to arrange 
it. He tried hard to get Mr. Weir 
to bring the horse out on the course 
but to no avail. Finally Colonel 
Applegate told me that the colt was 
going to be worked the wrong way 
of the course the day before he 
was to be shipped east and if I 
could have the photographer there 
he thought there would be a chance 
to get his picture. We were on hand 
and Old Rosebud was brought out 
and given a stiff breeze. The photo­ 
graph was made showing his wonder 
ful stride. 
“That afternoon he was taken to 
Belmont Park. In his first race there 
he practically broke down. Mr. Weir, 
when he heard that picture of the 
colt had been made before he left 
Louisville, attributed his mishap to 
that fact.”

CHICAGO.—Ten thousand dollars 
is to be spent in the next twelve 
months in an effort to determine 
just what value the motion picture 
has in the education of children. 
It is claimed that the most ex­ 
travagant promises have been made 
by enthusiasts for this means of im­ 
parting Information to the young 
while detractors have classed the 
( films as practically valueless. Where 
the truth lies between these ex­ 
tremes, Dr. Frank N. Freeman of 
the University of Chicago will en­ 
deavor to learn. 
Dr. Freeman, professor of educa­ 
tional philosophy and connected with 
the School of Education of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago, has been granted 
$10,000 by the Commonwealth Fund 
of New York, an endowment formed 
for research work in various lines. 
Various sums are granted upon ap­ 
plication, 
and 
after 
investigation 
discloses the worth of the object 
sought, and are for a period of one 
year. At the expiration of that time 
a report must be made on the re­ 
sults attained. 
What and How, Problem. 
“There seems to be two general 
problems presented for solution.” 
said Dr. Freeman. “One fs to de­ 
termine what can best be taught by 
moving pictures and to devise means 
of enlarging this field and the sec­ 
ond Is to find was of improving 
the pictures themselves. 
“Some of the films in use in the 
schools are of a purely educational 
character but more of them are in 
the nature of literature in that they 
are partly entertainment. There are 
of course, biological 
and 
nature 
study pictures that might be classed 
as strictly educational. There are 
also in this class the animated dia­ 
grams showing the circulation of 
the blood, nerve action, etc. 
“Visual education, at present, is 
not systematized. The situation re­ 
minds of an enthusiastic friend who 
went to Mexico to take pictures. 
He shot everything in sight and then 
when he got back it took a ‘geog­ 
rapher to cut and paste’ to get an 
understandable ‘story’ out of the 
films.
